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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither discloses nor suggests, in combination with the other limitations in independent 
claims 14 and 27, a method of making a thick film heater by curing a polymer-based 
thick film resistive layer deposited on a substrate for a first period of time, depositing a 
dielectric layer over the resistive layer, and curing the heating element for a time longer 
than the first period, or a thick film heater made by this process. 

The Examiner notes that the recited "post-curing cycle" refers specifically to a 
second curing cycle after the first.
